During flu* operations from Septtmber 
28th to October 18th, the Japanese made 
night attacks. Favors were neither asfc- 
t*d for nor given. Even stretcher bear¬ 
ers were killed. 

The pioneers were sent to attach ropes 1 
to posts to which entanglements were at¬ 
tached, and troopa in the trenches pull- j 
ed u|will the ropes, dragging posts and , 
Wires aw ay. This worked satisfactory 
until the Russians began the use of 
breaching win*. The pioneers advanced 
and fell as though killed close to the 
entanglements and remained motionless 
until uu«*bsrrvcd they could work along 
on tneir backs under the wire which they 
cut. The bum expedient was a steel 
shield covering the face and body. In 
order to recover the wounded when pmr- 
sible. soldiers crawled from the trenches 
at night ntnl worked along on their 
stomachs, pulling the wounded slowly to 
cover. Many of the wounded were not 
recovered.

It was announce.! on Oetol*er 23th that 
the following day there would be a bom¬

After a bombardment a regiment 
emerge! from the parallels at the foot 
of the east Fjir-fort*. Another regiment 
of the right division left the parallels nt 
the foot of the west TTir forts simultane¬ 
ously, under cover of a tremendous fire 
of shrapnel. 

When the first regiment gained the 
trenches at the crest of the glacis of enst 
Fhr forts, the Russians exploded a mine. 
Portions of the timber, earth, ston«*s and 
some of tho Japanese were hurled hun¬ 
dreds of feet. The trench lines on both 
hills were captured with a loss of 250 
men. 

Early on October 25th the Russians 
made sorties on the Japam*se trendies 
near the west Fhr forts and TTnohi- 
mayekatna. The Japanese losses were 
300. The Russians left 00 dead. 

The same night the Russians made 
four sorties against the captured 
trenches near the west Fhr fort.

Paris, Nov. 3.—The Associated Press 
was put in a position to-day to state 
positively that its dispatches from Che- 
foo, Port Arthur and Tokio last June 
to the effect that the Japanese battle¬ 
ship Yashima had been auuk by a mine 
off Dalny, which dispatches were denied 
by the Japanese authorities at the time, 
have finally been officially confirmed. 
The Japanese government has notified 
the foreign governments of the loss of 
the ship. The number of men who went 
down with the vessel i* not known, but 
it is believed to have been small. The 
official details show tha ttho Yashima 
struck a Russian mine and later at¬ 
tempted to make Dalny harbor, but this 
proved impossible and she sunk in deep 
water. 

The loss of the Yashima has been con¬ 
cealed by the Japanese, though the Rus¬ 
sian authorities have believed for some 
time that the reports that the battleship 
had been destroyed were correct. It is 
important, since it is now disclosed that 
Japan has only four more modern bat¬ 
tleships remaining. These are the 
Ashai, Fuji, Mikasa and Bhakishimn. 

The Yashimn was one of the finest 
battleships of the Japanese navy. Her 
displacement was 12.320 tons. 

The Russian squadron at Port Arthur 
includes five modern battleships more or 
less damaged, and Rear-Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky’s command, which is now en 
route to theFar East, also numbers five 
battleships.

The enjoyment of B. C. Liberal* last 
night wa* unalloyed. Not only were 
they able to participate in the eclebra- . 
tion of a general Liberal victory, but they 
had the exquisite pleasure of knowing 
ilmt t heir aUuidtml hearers in this prov¬ 
ince had captured every seat where a 
poll hail been taken. 

. .Victories are always gratifying, yet 
there \vere features in this campaign 
which lent peculiar zest to the triumph. 
The government - party ha d two sections 
to defeat instead of one, a lid they did it 
unmistakably. Mr. Riley in Victoria 
piled up a vote that left him a large 
margin over that polled for Ool. Prior 
and Mr. Watters combined. In Van¬ 
couver and Nanaimo the same elements 
were confronted with about the same 
result. After the vote in Victoria yester¬ 
day one would suppose the Conservative 
party, and its offshoot, the so-called 
Socialist party, would drop n'l subter¬ 
fuge, and consummate in public that alli¬ 
ance which exists so perfectly in private. 
Tlie mask is now completely off. Mr. 
llawthoruthwaite and his associates 
have proven the alliance in the local 
House; the recent campaign demonstrat¬ 
ed thaf it exists at well in Federal poli¬ 
tics. If there are only 336 Socialists in 
Victoria they have no justification for 
'offering a candidate; if there are twice 
that number, as they themselves allege, 
the manager* should* relieve the remain¬ 
ing fifty per cent, from the seellltTTjF 
treachery of voting for the Conservatives, 
while nominally having a candidate of 
their own stripe in the field. 

As for Col. Prior, the electorate have 
passed upon him in a manner that we 
cannot beKeve he can misunderstand or 
ignore. Entertaining only kindly feelings 
personally to him, we could have hoped 
that his exit from public life might have 
4»eeu under more auspicious circum¬ 
stances. Ilis political course for the last 
two years, during most of which time ho 
operated in the political arena, has l*ceii 
w* tori’Uotus that his election could havu 
tieen regarded n* little short of a calam¬ 
ity for this city. 

In regard to Mr. Riley on the other 
hand, the electors have registered the 
just recognition of work well done. His 
service to Y>t< ria lias liven sincere and 
^ unselfish, ar-d the r»suits from his first 
term so happy that the city may look 
with pleasurable anticipation t*» another 
four or five years r- presentation of their 
interests by him in the Commons. 

In the election of Ralph Smith, Vic¬ 
toria secures in a partial degree the ser¬ 
vices of still another representative. His 
constituency touches that of Mr. Riley 
at the outskirts of tin* city, and in all 
matters of local moment the Interests of 
the two an* identical. Mr. Smith’s ma¬ 
jority in Nanai mo city, where he has 1 h*cii 
most bitterly assailed, and where his 
most energetic enemies reside and work, 
was a splendid vindication of him, and a 
proof t,f the Idgh regard in which he is 
held bv the solid people of that place. 

In Vancouver Mr. Macpherson secured 
a majority which was also phenomenal 
particularly when it is reuiemlwred how 
the field was cut up, and how confident 
the Conservatives were of winning. 
This also shows how unremitting service 
for constituents does not always go unre¬ 
warded. 

Of New Westminster it is almost too 
*oou to speak with certainty. This was 
the on« sent which the Conservatives felt 
confident they would secure by a large 
majority, am) which they now concede 
j to be Lilierai. The advices fo the Times 
estimate Mr. Kennedy's majority at 
abont one hundred. This is a grnqd 
testimony to the work of Mr. Kennedy 
ms] Messrs. Jardlre.

Since the defeat «>f Mr. Borden, the 
most probable leader for the Conserva¬ 
tives iu the Commons will he Mr. Fos¬ 
ter.

The 
former is to leave to-morrow in command 
of Capt. Fraser, of the Bonnventure, and 
the Flora is to either suil from some 
station on tho southern coast,.or is to be 
picked up by the Grafton, both ships 
then proceeding thence around the Horn. 

The orders directing this movement 
were only received at 8 o'clock last 
night, and have caused no little excite¬ 
ment. They huve been a complete sur¬ 
prise lo officers of the navy as well as 
to the civilians ashore. The Grafton 
had coaled preparatory for a cruise to 
Honolulu and California ports, and she 
was to have sailed on Saturday or early 
next week. Officers had been planning 
accordingly, ami while they had been 
looking forward to an early return home 
in view of the time being mur at hand 
when the ship was to recommission for 
continued service on this coast, they had 
not anticipated the new turn which 
events have now taken. 

Aa for Uu* Flora, she was due back In 
Esquimalt in the early spring* She is 
now. it is believed, not wholly prepared 
for the long trip into the Atlantic and 
across that ocean home. Therefore it is 
possible she may have to wait on the ar¬ 
rival of the flagship for provisions, etc.,

The latter just managed to 
extricate themselves from what was a 
dangerous position by judicious use of ! 
revolvers and other firearms. This. Mr. j 
McQunde remarked, was simplr an illus¬ 
tration of what was comitanpy occur¬ 
ring. and could be expected to contiuue 
until some better form of government 
was introduced. 

1 "In 1S70 Japan was paying a tribute 1 
to China, but two.years hence Chinn will 
be contributing an annual sum to the ex¬ 
chequer of Japan,” said Consul Me- i 
Qunde. “This is no reckless assertion. 1 
The present disorganized condition of the 1 
Chinese provinces cannot continue, he 
says. The present government is abso¬ 
lutely useless; there Is no patriot- ‘ 
ism among the people; ,h» fact there la 
nothing to hold the country together. Ilis 
opinion Is that Japan will ultimately es- | 
tablish a suzerainty over the Chinese 
Empire.

In the course of an Interview with l 
Reuter** representative before his cm- | 
barkation for the Cape, Sir Charles said 
that one of the greatest needs of South 
Africa is an increased white population; 
ami with the object of inducing colonists 
to come into the country now being tup¬ 
ped by the Capt t«> Cairo railway land is 
being surveyed which will be given out 
iu free grants i.f HU) acres each to bona 
fide settlers. At the present moment we 
are, he said, reserving plots along the 
line from Buluwayo to Salisbury. 

No piece -of laud will be more than 
three miles distant fr< :n the railway. 
This scheme will be carried out north of 
lluluwnyo right up to the Zambezi ami 
beyond, as the railway progrcHst**; and, 
judging from last year’s favorable re- 
sults «»f cotton and tobacco cultivation, 
settlers •di**uM have a prosperous future 
1 m* fore them. 

1 With £ 1 «ni capital, intending settlers 
I ought to be able to support themselves 
until tluir first crops are salable. If, 
after a year’s eximrienee, these settlers 
find the country and the prospects satis¬ 
factory, money will probably is* advanced 
where necessary to enable them to send 
| for their families anil continue work on 
! a larger scale. 

Sir Charles Metcalfe mentioned that by 
the late spring it ought to be possible to 
run trains ft- in C«|H»town to the isflirro 
of the liar* tie country.

Ottawa, Nov. 4.—A statement on mil- 
way accident* wa* given out to-day by 
the railway comtnlmdon. The total acci¬ 
dent* aince May 3rd on Canadian rail¬ 
way* are reviewed and the com mi** I on 
conclude* that none of fhe*e accident* 
can properly be attributed to overwork 
or luck of rest of railway men. 

In collisions the greatest lose of life 
occurred in smoking and second-class 
cap*, which are old and comparatively 
weak, while there has been a great in¬ 
crease in weight ami strength of sleep¬ 
er* and first-class and baggage cars.
